When communicable diseases are 


treated in general hospitals one of 
the greatest advances in the control 
of these diseases will have' been 
made, the bulletin 
of the State 


Board of Health declares today. .The 
bulletin appeals for the abandon- 
ment of the discredited "pest house" 
which is "often 
difficult of access, 


frequently defective in construction, 
lacking in comforts and ordinary fa- 
cilities for treating the sick, and to- 
tally unfit for the care of patients 
suffering 
from 
communicable dis- 
ease." 


"Fully as objectionable is the fact 


that the average hospital of this 
type seldom has a, trained person- 
nel, dependence being jJlaced instead 
upon inexperienced and unskilled 
caretakers for assistance in nursing. 
Thus many innocent persons are un- 
iistly penalized^ because they had 
ie misfortune to acquire a. com- 
municable disease." 


"Communicable disease can, with- 


out danger of cross infection, be 
rented in a general hospital, either 
n the same wards as non-contagi- 
ous cases or in -individual small 
rooms. Separate wards are prefer- 
ible. By these means modern^ hbi- 
>ital facilities, administered by an 
nstantly available, and skilled per- 
sonnel, are at hand." ' 


It is admitted that this reform 


will require considerable education- 
al effort among physicians'- and hos- 
pital Executives before' it achieves 
my great popularity. Prediction is 
node, however, that when the prac- 
rice has been tried it will increase in 
'requency. This will bring more *f- 
'ective isolation, and make- better 
c*re • and- treatment available for 
persons ordinarily unable -to secure 
medical and nursing attention.

Durkee was afterwards chosen as 


Governor of Utah and served from 
1S85 to 1S6S,' when ho left for his 
old Kenosha home. He died Jan. 14, 
1S70, ago G-l years and was buried 
in the beautiful city cemetery at 
Kenosha.
